The $100,000 which The World is 
raising will not be surffcient to complete the 
pedestal, and an extra amount will be nec­ 
essary to place tho statue in position.

steel anchors and girders will co-t $14,000. 
Four thousand dollars was spent in unload­ 
ing the statue from the Isore, $350 was the 
cost of transporting tho statue to the fort, 
and

Tho steel anchors are to be placed at the 
bottom of the masonry, and will be con­ 
nected with tho girders art the top by 1 nig 
steel rod» .

C hic a go , J uly 2 1 .—At 1 0 o’clock Monday 
night Watchman Uoekton discovered that 
the building used as a car shop by tho Wells 
& French company was on fire. 
The com­ 
pany occupies ten acre > of ground extending 
south from Blue Island avenue to the river 
and west fr©m Fanlma to Wood street. The 
company is one of the large-t manufactur­ 
ing firms of the kind in tho country, and 
the total value of its stock and buildings ex­ 
ceeded 
$355,030. 
When the fire broke out 
there were thirty-three finished cars on the 
tracks and mater.al for building 300 more, 
j 
Watchman Cocktou, when he saw tho 
flamec, ran to tho engine house o*’ company 
23 and turned in a still alarm. 
The hose* 
cart and engine were on the road in an in­ 
stant, 
Approaching the Baulina street and 
Blue Island avenue crossing a locomotive 
was seen coming up the track. 
Tue driver 
of the engine shouted, and people on the 
crossing signaled the train to stop, but tue 
engineer 
kept 
on. 
While 
the 
long 
line of 
freight 
cars 
was passing 
the 
flames 
were 
spreading 
with 
al­ 
most inconceivable 
rapidity. 
When the 
train had pa*se I the firemen rushed their 
engines through the yards and up to the 
burning building. 
They had hardly laid 
their hose when the flames spread with such 
rapidity that the engine was enveloped in 
the fire, and the firemen fled for their lives. 
A general alarm was at once turne J in, an 1 
engines were soon hurrying to the scene 
from all parts of the city. 
Thousands of 
people crowded about the scene from all the 
surrounding neighborhood. 
From tho paint closet in the car-sheds the 
flames spread so fast that the entire build­ 
ing, 000x393 feet, was soon burning as if the 
fire had started all over it simultaneously. 
The fire reached the car-shops, 300x309 feet, 
lying just to the south of tho sheds, nn I 
soon enveloped the blacksmith shop, nearly 
as 
large, 
which 
was 
just 
to 
the 
west. 
The 
engines 
responding 
to the 
second, 
third 
and 
fourth alarms had 
3» ly arrived when these immense buildings 
and 
the 
planing-mill were 
wholly de­ 
stroyed, and this great sea of fire was mak­ 
ing inroads on the lumber yards close to 
the south <f the blacksmith-shop and threat­ 
ened tho two foundries. 
Tho thirty-three 
cars were reduced to masses of charred 
sneletons. and soon two-thirds of tho ten 
acros of tho company wore covered by fire. 
Tbr*o bridges and several buildings lying 
west of the shops were saved. 
The damage is estimated at $25 0.090, anr! 
the insurance is not definitely known, but .s 
said to cover almost tho entire loss.
